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Selectmen's  Report 

2007  began  with  the  Skatutakee  Road  issue,  in  the  form  of  a  Warrant  Article  asking  the 
Town  to  give  to  the  property  owners  on  the  lakeside  of  the  road,  the  majority  of  the  non-traveled 
portion  of  the  layout.  It  was  an  emotional  debate  which  failed  on  the  floor  but  prevailed  through 
the  willingness  of  the  property  owners  and  the  town  to  work  together  and  resolve  the  issue. 

In  April  we  experienced  a  serious  rain  and  snow  event  that  damaged  many  of  the  Town 
Roads,  taking  several  weeks  of  work  and  nearly  $100,000  to  bring  them  back  to  their  normal 
condition.  Almost  all  the  reconstruction  cost  was  paid  for  from  Federal  disaster  funds.  One  of  the 
positive  results  of  this  event  was  the  response  and  cooperation  of  all  the  Towns  departments  and 
many  residents,  in  working  together  to  ensure  the  safety  of  the  people  who  were  impacted  and  to 
get  the  roads  opened  and  repaired  in  such  a  very  short  time. 

John  Silk  retired  as  manager  of  the  Recycling  Center  after  many  years  of  making 
improvements  and  bringing  his  friendly  touch  to  the  running  of  this  facility.  We  thank  John  for  his 
many  years  of  dedication  to  the  recycling  process  in  this  Town.  At  the  same  time  we  welcomed 
Wayne  Derosia  to  run  the  facility  and  his  efforts  to  further  improve  the  operations  there.  We 
should  all  remember  the  dedication  the  workers  at  the  Recycling  Center  make  each  week  to 
maintain  this  facility  giving  up  each  Friday  and  Saturday  all  year  long  to  have  hours  of  operation 
that  are  convenient  to  our  use. 

In  December  we  were  saddened  by  the  death  of  Richard  Newman,  a  member  of  the 
Planning  Board  for  1 1  years.  Richard  was  quick  with  a  smile  and  was  always  a  man  of  sound 
reason  no  matter  what  the  issue  was  before  him.  Mike  Wilder  stepped  down  from  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  in  January,  after  serving  the  Town  for  7  years.  It  has  been  a  privilege  for  us  to  work 
with  Mike  and  all  the  energy  and  dedication  he  brought  to  his  duties  as  a  Selectman.  We  welcome 
Charles  Michal  to  fill  the  vacant  Selectmen's  seat  until  the  March  elections.

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Cemetery  Trustees 

This  year  has  been  very  productive.  Jim  and  Nyete  McClure  were  able  to  keep  ahead 
of  the  mowing  needs  and  were  able  to  take  some  time  to  trim  the  rough  spots  and  the 
small  trees  along  the  edges  of  the  three  cemetery  areas.  We  also  had  some  trim  work 
done  on  the  west  pond  side  of  the  roadway  and  around  some  monuments  in  Island 
Cemetery.  We  were  able  to  continue  monument  stone  work  and  grading  on  some  lots. 
This  is  a  continuing  process. 

Wes  Tarr  and  his  crew  resurfaced  the  Willard  Hill  Road  and  put  needed  gravel  on  parts 
of  the  Island  Cemetery  roadway.  Careful  trimming  was  done  along  the  Willard  Hill 
Roadway  while  keeping  the  plantings  as  safe  as  possible. 

We  have  an  information  sheet  for  the  Harrisville  Cemeteries  which  is  available  upon 
request.  There  are  no  plots  available  in  Riverside  at  this  time.  We  have  opened  up  a  new 
area  of  cremation  plots  in  Island  Cemetery  and  have  set  aside  some  full  grave  and 
cremation  plots  in  Willard  Hill  Cemetery. 

The  old  gates  have  been  stored  in  the  vault  in  Island  Cemetery  and  we  have  taken  them 
out  in  hopes  of  restoring  them  to  be  used  again.  This  may  be  a  more  extensive  project 
than  first  hoped,  but  we  will  be  looking  into  the  best  way  to  continue. 

The  trustees  have  voted  to  use  $2500.00  of  interest  income  from  the  Perpetual  Care 
Fund  to  offset  the  maintenance  for  the  90+  lots  in  the  cemeteries. 

We  will  need  a  new  riding  lawn  mower  this  summer  and  3  quotes  have  been  received.

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Harrisville  Conservation  Commission  Report  for  2007 

The  Conservation  Commission  continues  to  focus  its  activities  on  the  protection  of 
natural  resources,  and  natural,  aesthetic,  and  ecologically  important  areas  within  the 
Town  of  Harrisville.  The  Commission  thanks  all  who  helped  participate  in  the  annual 
spring  road-side  clean-up  and  those  who  continue  to  pick  up  debris  along  the  roads 
throughout  the  year. 

The  Commission  is  working  with  the  landowners  around  the  Great  Meadows  wetland 
(the  area  between  Nubanusit  Lake  and  Harrisville  Pond)  to  ensure  the  continued 
protection  of  this  valuable  resource.  The  Town  received  the  official  report  on  the 
ecological  importance  of  the  Great  Meadows.  This  report  is  the  document  that  the  Town 
would  submit  to  the  State  of  NH  if  the  Town  were  ever  to  vote  this  area  as  a  "Great 
Wetland".  It  is  available  for  perusal  at  the  Town  Offices. 

The  Commission  sponsored  two  educational  meetings  for  town  residents  this  summer. 
One  meeting  was  to  educate  shore  land  owners  about  the  importance  of  using  natural 
vegetation  along  the  shoreline  of  their  properties  to  reduce  shore  line  erosion  and  ensure 
water  quality.  The  second  meeting  was  to  inform  residents  about  conservation  easements 
for  land  protection. 

The  Commission  has  been  involved  with  several  water  quality  concerns  arising  from 
land  use  issues  along  shore  lines  and  wetlands.  The  Commission  will  be  endeavoring  to 
educate  residents  on  water  quality  issues  and  inform  everyone  about  state  and  local 
regulations  related  to  water  resources.

Early  this  year  we  finished  our  LEOP  in  ESF  format  (Local  Emergency  Operations

Meanwhile,  we  attend  monthly  POD  (Point  of 
Distribution)  meetings  and  are  in  the  process  of  purchasing  supplies/materials  for  the 
POD,  which,  incidentally,  will  be  in  the  school,  if  needed.

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Report  of  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  State  Forest  Ranger 

Your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department,  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  &  Lands  work  collaboratively 
reduce  the  risk  and  frequency  of  wildland  fires  in  New  Hampshire.  To  help  us  assist  you,  please  contact  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden 
Fire  Department  to  determine  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  ANY  outside  burning.  Under  State  law  (RSA  227-L:17)  a  fire  permit 
required  for  all  outside  burning  unless  the  ground  is  completely  covered  with  snow.  The  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Environment 
Services  also  prohibits  the  open  burning  of  household  waste.  Citizens  are  encouraged  to  contact  the  local  fire  department  or  DES'  at 
800-498-6868  or  www.des.state.nh.us  for  more  information.

Fire  activity  was  very  busy  during  the  spring  of  the  2007,  particularly  late  April  into  early  May.   As  the  forests  and  fields  greened  up  i 

later  May  the  fire  danger  decreased.  However,  a  very  dry  late  summer  created  very  high  fire  danger  again  from  August  into  Septembe 

with  fire  danger  reaching  very  high  on  Labor  Day  weekend.  Even  with  the  dry  conditions,  the  acreage  burned  was  less  than  half  that  c 

2006.  The  largest  forest  fire  during  the  2007  season  burned  approximately  26  acres  on  the  side  of  Wantastiquet  Mountain  in  Chesterfiel 

during  the  month  of  May.    Our  statewide  system  of  16  fire  lookout  towers  is  credited  with  keeping  most  fires  small  and  saving  seven 

structures  this  season  due  to  their  quick  and  accurate  spotting  capabilities.   Many  homes  in  New  Hampshire  are  located  in  the  wildlan 

urban  interface,  which  is  the  area  where  homes  and  flammable  wildland  fuels  intermix.  Several  of  the  fires  during  the  2007  seasoi 

threatened  structures,  a  constant  reminder  that  forest  fires  bum  more  than  just  trees.    Homeowners  should  take  measures  to  prevent  ; 

wildland  fire  from  spreading  to  their  home.    Precautions  include  keeping  your  roof  and  gutters  clear  of  leaves  and  pine  needles,  anc 

maintaining  adequate  green  space  around   your  home   free  of  flammable  materials.      Additional   information  and  homeowne;

2007  Road  Forman  Report 


The  winter  season  of  2007  started  with  rain,  snow,  ice  and  frozen  culverts  in  January. 
February  had  16+  inches  of  snow  in  the  biggest  storm  of  the  month,  and  we  had  a  12  inch 
storm  in  March.  On  April  15th  we  received  5"  to  9"  inches  of  snow.  On  April  16th  we 
went  from  plowing  snow  to  fighting  wash-outs.  Cherry  Hill,  MacVeagh,  Number  4  Hill, 
Venable,  Lampman,  Cricket  Hill,  Livermore,  Tolman  Pond,  Brown,  Wood  and  Seaver 
roads  all  fell  victim  to  wash-outs.  We  hauled  gravel  over  the  next  19  days  to  repair  the 
washed-out  roads. 

We  did  grading  in  the  spring  and  installed  culverts  through  out  the  summer.  In 
September  paving  was  done. 

One  of  the  projects  we  worked  on  this  past  year  was  FEMA  mitigation.  We  added 
stones  to  the  ditches  of  Venable  road.  With  great  anticipation  the  backhoe  arrived  in 
October  just  in  time  for  the  storm  water  project  at  Silver  Lake.  This  consisted  of 
replacing  culverts  and  rip  rap  of  ditches.  The  storm  water  project  works  great,  as  we 
would  normally  have  to  shovel  leaves  and  snow  to  get  water  through  the  culverts  when  it 
rains  and  the  snow  melts.  We  have  plans  to  continue  the  storm  water  project  on  Eastside 
road  in  late  summer  of  2008. 

In  the  fall  we  screened  1500  yards  of  sand  for  winter  reserves. 

December  2007  started  and  ended  with  the  snowiest  December  in  New  Hampshire 
history. 

Like  everyone  fuel  prices  have  taken  a  large  bite  out  of  the  highway  budget  this  year.  We 
are  trying  to  conserve  fuel  consumption  as  best  as  we  can.  We  can  only  hope  for  lower 
fuel  costs  in  the  near  future. 

I  want  to  thank  all  of  the  department  heads  for  their  help  and  support  in  the  past  year. 
I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Town  of  Nelson  Highway  Department  for  their  help  in 
paving.

Interior  renovations  to  Cheshire  Mill  No.  2  were  completed  in  the  spring,  closely 
followed  by  the  commencement  of  work  to  renovate  the  interior  of  Mill  No.  1 .  Much  of 
the  infrastructure  of  Mill  No.  1  had  been  addressed  along  with  that  of  Mill  No.  2.  The 
biggest  challenge  remaining  was  to  provide  additional  egress  from  Mills  1,  4,  5,  and  6. 
The  problem  was  solved  by  designing  a  stairway  that  will  provide  circulation  between  the 
buildings  and  egress  to  the  exterior  of  the  complex.  Interior  renovations  to  Mill  No.  1  are 
expected  to  be  completed  in  the  spring  of  2008. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  focused  their  attention  on  revisiting  Historic  Harrisville's 
Operating  Plan,  last  updated  in  1987.  The  work  began  by  looking  at  trends  that  may 
affect  Harrisville  in  the  next  five  years;  reviewing  the  Old  Home  Days  survey  that 
provided  community  input  into  the  planning  process,  and  evaluating  the  foundation's 
performance  based  on  the  goals  set  in  the  Operating  Plan.  The  foundation's  mission 
statement  was  also  reviewed  and  updated.

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2007  Planning  Board  Report 

The  Planning  Board  approved  three  minor  and  technical  subdivisions  that  included  one 
two-lot  subdivision  and  two  boundary  line  adjustments.  Two  Voluntary  Mergers  of  lots 
were  approved.  The  Board  conditionally  approved  one  four-lot  major  subdivision  in 
September.  Much  time  was  spent  on  the  four-lot  subdivision  application.  Two 
conditions  of  the  approval  were  appealed  in  Superior  Court  in  October  and  remain  under 
review  by  the  Court. 

Articles  proposed  for  2008  Town  Warrant  include  readopting  the  Growth  Management 
Ordinance;  amending  the  Steep  Slopes  Ordinance  to  require  storm  drainage  design  for  a 
twenty-five  year  storm  instead  of  a  ten-year  storm— recommended  by  the  Board's 
consulting  soils  engineer;  and  requesting  funds  for  professional  technical  assistance  to 
apply  for  and  participate  in  a  state  grant  program:  the  Housing  and  Conservation 
Planning  Program.  The  program's  purpose  is  to  plan  for  housing  and  conservation 
together.  If  the  town  receives  a  grant,  it  will  be  used  to  prepare  a  report  on  existing  and 
projected  housing,  natural  resources,  and  historic  resources.  We  will  be  ready  to  update 
our  growth  and  development  strategy  and  Master  Plan  of  2000. 

The  Board  held  twelve  monthly  meetings  and  two  work  sessions.  Several  changes 
occurred  in  membership  and  officers.  In  March,  after  serving  as  Chairman  for  three 
years,  Jane  Meneghini  stepped  down.  She  led  important  amendments  and  additions  to 
town  regulations  and  plans,  including  Driveway  Regulations  issued  in  January. 
Fortunately,  she  continued  to  serve  as  Board  member  and  was  elected  Secretary.  The 
Board  would  like  to  thank  Michael  Wilder  for  serving  as  Selectman  Member  in  2006  and 
2007.  He  reminded  us  of  the  value  of  site  visits  and  provided  positive  ideas  for  solving 
administrative  problems.  Sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  to  Jay  Jacobs,  Selectman 
Alternate  Member,  and  to  Noel  Greiner,  Anne  Havill,  and  Ranae  O'Neil  for  their  interest, 
experience,  wisdom,  and  willingness  to  participate  for  long  hours  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Board's  work. 

We  are  saddened  by  the  loss  of  Richard  Newman,  Vice  Chairman,  in  December.  We 
miss  his  wit,  keen  mind,  and  devotion  to  the  community  that  included  many  years  on  the 
Planning  Board. 

The  Board  welcomed  Sherry  Sims  as  Recording  Secretary  in  January.  We  very  much 
appreciate  her  excellent  minutes  which  are  the  essential  legal  record,  and  we  are  grateful 
for  her  support  this  year. 

The  Capital  Improvement  Program  Committee:  Anne  Havill,  Chairman,  Frank 
Meneghini,  Howard  Clark,  and  Charles  Michal,  prepared  a  new  report  recommending 
how  the  town  could  even  out  the  tax  burden  of  capital  expenses  projected  for  years  2008- 
2013.  This  report  is  especially  important  and  helpful  to  understand  how  Capital  Reserve 
Funds  are  used.  The  Capital  Improvement  Program  also  forms  the  legal  basis  for  the 
Growth  Management  Ordinance.

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2007  Harrisville  Police  Report 

The  year  2007  was  another  busy  year  for  the  police  department  with  a  total  of  818  calls  -  up  by 
27  from  2006. 

These  calls  break  down  as  follows: 

•  496  miscellaneous  calls  (a  call  that  requires  a  log  entry  only)  -  Example; 
power-line  down,  assist  fire  department  with  traffic,  loose  dog,  assist 
another  department  -  no  arrest. 

•  238  calls  for  service  (a  call  that  needs  a  state  incident  report)  -  Example; 
assault,  criminal  mischief,  domestic  violence,  or  a  call  where  there  is  an 
arrest  or  could  result  in  one. 

•  16  motor  vehicle  accidents  -  includes  all  accidents,  with  or  without  personal 
injury. 

•  60  burglar/fire/medical  alarms  -  cause  found  or  no  cause  found. 

•  8  case  reports  -  these  are  Class  A  misdemeanors  or  Class  B  or  Class  A 
felony  cases. 

2007  showed  a  close  resemblance  to  2006  as  far  as  calls  go.  Miscellaneous  calls  were  up  by 
one  and  calls  for  service  were  down  by  four.  Motor  vehicle  accidents  were  the  same  as  2006. 
Alarms  were  up  by  27,  and  case  reports  were  up  by  three. 

The  department  is  still  down  one  part-time  officer.  We  have  interviewed  a  couple  of  candidates 
and  will  continue  the  process.  The  part-time  academy  is  now  200  hours  with  mid-week  and 
weekend  classes  which  make  this  a  tough  position  to  fill. 

The  department  has  seen  an  increase  in  identity  thefts  over  the  last  few  years,  and  nationwide 
there  were  more  than  160  million  cases  of  thieves  stealing  personal  data.  This  figure  is  triple 
2006.  The  old  saying  "if  a  deal  is  to  good  to  be  true  it  probably  is"  represents  a  stronger 
statement  today  than  years  ago.  Thieves  continue  to  target  the  elderly  and  as  companies  and 
agencies  cram  more  and  more  data  into  a  single  place  it  presents  thieves  with  more  opportunities 
for  a  big  score. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Vira  Elder,  Lenny  Emond,  and  Ryan  Quimby  for  assisting  me  in  the 
police  department.  I  would  like  to  also  thank  the  other  Town  departments  and  Selectmen  for  their 
continued  support.  I  look  forward  to  serving  the  town  in  2008  and  my  continued  work  with  the 
other  Town  departments.

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Harrisville  Public  Library 
Town  Report  for  2007 

The  Harrisville  Public  Library  functions  as  a  strong  presence  in  the  community, 
serving  both  children  and  adults,  year-round  and  summer  residents.  We  continue  to  build 
our  collection  through  town  funds,  funds  raised  by  the  Friends  of  the  Library  and  many 
wonderful  contributions  of  money  and  materials  from  our  friends,  neighbors  and  patrons. 
We  are  also  fortunate  to  receive  donated  books  from  other  libraries.  Our  high-speed 
Internet  access  has  led  to  in-house  computer  usage  that  has  almost  tripled  over  the  past 
two  years.  We  now  have  2  computers  (one  laptop  and  one  desktop)  which  are  in  almost 
constant  use.  Community  members  have  begun  to  bring  their  own  laptops  in  to  the  library 
to  take  advantage  of  our  wireless  network.  We  continue  to  use  Roberta  Beeson  from 
Hancock  as  our  computer  consultant. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  have  been  very  instrumental  in  organizing  adult 
programs.  In  March  of  2007,  we  hosted  a  program  called  "Beyond  Peyton  Place:  In 
Search  of  Grace  Metalious"  presented  by  Robert  Perrault  and  "Spinning  Harrisville 
Yarns"  a  community  discussion  about  growing  up  in  Harrisville  in  the  earlier  half  of  the 
20th  century.  In  April  we  had  a  poetry  reading  with  a  guest  from  the  MacDowell  Colony. 
This  past  summer  there  were  2  Adult  books  discussion  programs  ("Cider  House  Rules" 
and  "The  Weight  of  Water")  both  were  well  attended.  And  our  own,  Edie  Clark  read 
excerpts  from  her  latest  book  "Saturday  Beans  and  Sunday  Suppers"  (in  anticipation  of  a 
large  crowd,  this  program  was  moved  from  the  library  to  the  church).  One  hundred  and 
one  (101)  adults  attended  our  programs  this  year.  The  annual  Summer  Books  Sale  was  a 
great  success  and  over  $500.  was  raised. 

2007  Town  Report  (Children's  excerpt) 

The  Harrisville  Public  Library  serves  a  wonderful  children's  community.  The 
Harrisville  Children's  Center  preschool,  which  is  with  in  walking  distance  of  the  library, 
and  the  Wells  Memorial  elementary  school  (including  their  summer  program),  along  with 
the  general  community  are  invited  to  use  the  library.  Also,  they  are  encouraged  to  attend 
our  activities  and  programs  throughout  the  year. 

This  year  we  had  Rick  Goldin  and  his  puppet  friends  perform  for  us  on  August  9, 
2007  at  10:30  in  the  Harrisville  Public  Library.    The  event  consisted  mostly  of  songs, 
with  an  occasional  accompaniment  of  a  puppet.  The  audience  of  mostly  preschoolers  and 
another  third  of  elementary  age  children  participated  and  enjoyed  the  program,  even  the 
very  youngest!  We  had  72  attendees.  We  received  the  Kids,  Books  and  Arts  Grant  from 
the  NHSL  and  a  gift  from  the  Friends  of  the  library  for  this  summer  performer. 

This  year  the  summer  reading  theme  was  "Reading  Road  Trip".  Twenty-two  children 
read  452  books.  The  Friends  of  the  Library  donated  the  16  gift  certificates  to  the 
Toadstool  that  were  handed  out  to  children  completing  the  program.  Carolyn  Wheeler 
donated  the  Energizer  Bunny  that  went  to  our  star  reader,  who  read  90  books.  Twinkle 
Town  donated  20  ice  cream  gift  certificates  for  the  readers.    During  the  summer  reading 
Thursday  events  we  read  books  aloud  and  did  a  project.  Some  of  the  activities  were  a 
map  folding  contest,  a  paper  art  project  creating  a  Paper  princess  or  a  transportation 
vehicle,  magnet  art,  and  a  suitcase  relay. 
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Story  time  for  children  started  on  October  4  '  and  continued  through  the  season 
on  every  Thursday.  We  read  a  picture  book  and  our  puppet  friends  make  appearances. 
This  past  year  there  were  194  children  attending  story  time. 

Of  note,  in  the  children's  collection  we  received  the  two  sets  of  books  as  a  gift  of 
the  Saari  Bequest.  One  series  is  a  total  of  12  books  called  How  Artists  See  and  the  other 
is  called  Discovering  the  Arts.  They  tell  the  story  of  culture  through  works  of  art 
produced  by  its  people.  Many  more  interesting  books  were  added  to  the  collection  for  all 
levels  and  interests  of  readers. 

Current  and  forthcoming  projects 

Both  the  Children's  and  Adult  card  catalogs  are  being  updated,  this  project  should  be 
completed  by  late  spring.  Ron  Trudelle  will  be  building  some  new  and  improved 
bookshelves  for  the  Children's  section  to  eliminate  overcrowding.  A  winter  book 
discussion  group,  led  by  Jane  Meneghini  is  beginning  in  the  winter.  "Life  of  Pi"  and  "Bel 
Canto"  are  the  first  two  titles  selected. 

"Thank  yous":  We  have  been  fortunate  to  have  had  a  few  wonderful  volunteers  this  past 
year,  notably  Vicki  Riley  and  all  of  the  Friends  of  the  Library,  our  substitute  workers: 
Sarah  Bayles,  Jeannie  Eastman  and  Leslie  Downing,  and  our  former  librarian,  Connie 
Boyd  (our  Halloween  hostess).  We  would  love  to  have  even  more  volunteer  support  from 
members  of  the  community.  Many  thanks  to  our  Current  Trustees:  Michael  Price,  Sharon 
Driscoll  and  Roger  Eastman.

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TOWN  CLERK 

In  2007  the  Town  Clerk's  office  registered  1532  vehicles  and  66  boats,  licensed  258 
dogs  and  sponsored  a  Rabies  Clinic  inoculating  12  dogs  and  2  cats.  We  recorded  10 
marriages,  6  births  and  5  deaths.  Additionally  we  sold  Dump  Stickers,  processed  Dredge 
and  Fill  permits,  issued  Poles  Licenses,  filed  documents  including  UCC  Liens,  Law  Suits, 
Incorporation  and  Trust  Forms,  and  Powers  of  Attorney;  researched  and  issued  certified 
copies  of  vital  records  and  notarized  documents  for  citizens.  These  transactions  along 
with  a  few  miscellaneous  items  resulted  in  revenue  to  the  town  of  over  $173,000.00. 

In  the  spring  I  applied  for  and  received  a  grant  from  the  NH  Vital  Records  Preservation 
Grant  Program.  The  first  step  was  an  assessment  of  our  town  building  and  vital  records 
by  a  Preservation  Consultant  assigned  to  our  town  by  the  Department  of  State  Archives 
and  Records  Management.  The  consultants  report  stated,  "At  this  time,  the  safety  of 
public  records  in  Harrisville  is  in  serious  jeopardy.  Extremely  poor  security  and 
inadequate  fire  protection  are  the  most  serious  threats."    The  full  report  can  be  seen  at  the 
Clerk's  office.  The  grant  allowed  for  the  purchase  of  a  fire  proof  storage  cabinet  to  house 
our  vital  records,  miscellaneous  treated  storage  containers,  and  a  security  mirror  to  help 
us  see  folks  coming  and  going  in  the  hall. 

We  continue  to  attend  workshops  and  trainings  when  offered.  November  and 
December  were  busy  preparing  for  the  Presidential  Primary  to  be  held  in  January  of 
2008.  The  ElectioNet  software,  the  official  State  of  New  Hampshire  Statewide  Voter 
Registration  System,  continues  to  challenge  us. 

As  always,  thanks  to  you  Harrisville  residents  for  your  support  throughout  the  year.

A  lengthy  discussion  ensued  as  to  the  need  to  provide  the  town  with  an  emergency  shelter 
and  the  towns  need  to  comply  with  new  state  guidelines  for  emergency  management 
during  ice  storms,  snow  storms,  epidemic,  pandemic,  acts  of  terrorism  etc.    With  the 
installation  of  the  generator  the  building  will  be  incompliance  with  the  guidelines.  In 
order  to  receive  FEMA  funds  the  town  must  adherer  to  the  guidelines  set  down.  The 
town  is  hoping  to  receive  a  grant  for  50%  of  the  cost  and  will  know  around  June.  The 
generator  is  large  enough  for  electric  and  heat  and  the  town  will  take  care  of  the 
maintenance.  The  school  may  use  generator  during  power  outages. 
PASSED  by  voice  vote. 
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ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $7,625.00 
for  accident  and  health  insurance  for  the  Harrisville  Fire  Department.  (For  three  years 
prepaid). 

Motion  made  and  seconded  to  accept  Article  6. 

A  discussion  ensued.  This  insurance  will  cover  firefighters  from  home  to  fire,  fire  to 
home,  at  special  functions  such  as  the  summer  barbecue  and  will  help  with  a  paycheck 
should  the  firefighter  be  injured.  Basically  it  will  pick  up  where  Workmen's 
Compensation  leaves  off.  PASSED  by  voice  vote. 


ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1 1,000.00  for  training  and  purchasing  of  gear  for  new  'Fire  Department  members.  This 
will  be  a  non-lapsing  appropriation  per  RSA  32:7,  VI  and  will  not  lapse  until  training  and 
gear  is  purchased  or  by  December  31,  201 1,  whichever  is  sooner.

In  order  to  encourage  more  firefighters  the  town  will  ask  the 
firefighter  to  sign  a  contract  to  stay  on  the  department  for  at  least  3  years  and  will  pay  the 
firefighter  $500.00  a  year  during  that  time.  PASSED  by  voice  vote.

In  addition,  the  taxpayer  must  have  a  net  income  of  not  more  that  $20,000.00  or,  if 
married,  combined  net  income  of  less  than  $27,000.00;  and  own  net  assets  not  in  excess 
of  $50,000.00  excluding  the  value  of  the  person's  residence.

A  lengthy  discussion  ensued.  There  is  interest  in  increasing  the  amounts  so  many  more 
folks  will  qualify.  Atty.  Lane  was  asked  for  clarification:  Income  limits  are  set  by  State 
statute.

Kendall  Lane  explained  that  the  State  Statute,  which  has  been 
in  place  for  about  1 0  years,  clearly  requires  that  before  an  article  can  be  recognized  the 
abutters,  property  owners  and  mortgage  holders,  must  have  written  notice.  The  town 
would  be  giving  up  a  portion  of  the  road.  After  speaking  with  several  property  owners 
along  the  road  the  town  believes  this  was  not  done.  A  lengthy  discussion  ensued.  The 
Moderator  allowed  non-residents  as  well  as  residence  to  voice  their  views.  Atty.  Lane 
gave  a  detailed  explanation  as  to  the  Selectmen's  policy.  Atty.  Lane  gave  the  definition 
of  fee  simple:  Fee  Simple  is  actual  ownership  of  property.  Selectmen  Wilder  explained 
the  town  does  not  want  to  give  up  waterfront  property,  there  are  a  lot  of  tax  dollars 
involved  in  the  property.  A  non-resident  property  owner  read  a  letter  from  the 
petitioner's  attorney,  John  E.  Laboe  of  Concord,  indicating  he  and  Atty.  Lane  had  made  a 
verbal  agreement  to  settle.  Atty.  Lane  indicated  the  letter  did  not  reflect  the  discussions 
they  had  had.  More  discussion  ensued  as  to  the  town's  ownership.  Atty.  Lane  stated  the 
Supreme  Court  of  New  Hampshire  ruled  in  1981  the  Town  of  Harrisville  actually  owns 
the  roadbed  100  feet  wide  on  Skatutakee  Road.  He  went  on  to  explain  other  legal 
documentation  in  regard  to  the  road.

One  dealt  with  relocation  of  Septic  System  on  Silver  Road,  one  with  addition  to  a  cottage  on 
Silver  Lake,  and  three  (3)  with  building  single  family  dwellings:  (one  on  Nelson  Road,  one 
on  Chesham  Road,  and  one  on  Russell  Reservoir) 

Due  to  the  fact  that  there  were  some  complications  with  all  of  the  above  requests,  and  the 
relationship  to  the  Comprehensive  Shoreland  Protective  Act,  as  well  as  the  large  interest 
of  the  members  of  such  neighborhoods,  the  Board  sought  interpretations  and 
recommendations  from  the  Town  Legal  Council,  and  in  some  cases  we  had  involvement 
of  lawyers  from  the  applicants.  The  Board,  after  legal  consultations  and  many 
deliberations,  approved  all  requests  with  the  exception  of  the  Silver  Lake  request  for  an 
addition  of  bedroom  and  bathroom. 

Year  2007  was  somewhat  unusual  in  that  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  had  no 
requests  for  some  of  the  minor  projects  (i.e.  sheds,  decks,  alterations).  The  Chair  remains 
skeptical  whether  or  not  some  construction  is  happening  in  our  Town,  without 
homeowners  going  through  the  ZBA  and/or  Selectmen  for  approval. 
It  is  the  responsibility  of  all  of  us  to  protect  our  natural  resources,  and  be  responsible  to 
see  that  any  changes  to  the  properties  comply  with  the  Town  Ordinances. 

I  wish  to  personally  thank  the  members  of  the  Board  for  their  research,  time  and  effort 
that  they  invested  in  dealing  with  our  complicated  requests  this  year.  The  members  are:

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ADMINISTRATIVE  REPORT 


Our  teaching  principal,  Emily  Hartshorne  is  in  her  second  year  at  Wells 
Memorial  School.  During  that  time  she  has  worked  hard  to  improve  student 
learning  at  Wells  Memorial,  a  school  known  for  excellence.  Ms.  Hartshorne 
taught  for  12  years  at  Wells  Memorial  School  before  becoming  the  teaching 
principal. 

Wells  Memorial  School  stands  out  among  schools  in  SAU  29.  The 
administrators  of  the  Monadnock  Regional  Public  Schools  of  Choice  Grant 
substantiated  that  contention  when  the  school  was  named  a  "School  of  Choice" 
for  world  language.  Unfortunately  the  grant  ended  in  December  of  2007. 
However,  Harrisville  still  received  $76,000  of  unanticipated  revenue  from  the 
grant  during  the  2006/2007  school  year.  The  grant  money  was  partially  used  to 
strengthen  the  Wells  Memorial  world  language  program  which  is  already  the 
strongest  in  SAU  29.  This  coming  summer  SAU  world  language  teachers  will  be 
meeting  for  two  weeks  to  begin  the  process  of  revising  our  SAU  world  language 
curriculum  guide. 

Weils  Memorial  students  will  continue  to  benefit  from  a  SAU  29  grant  of 
$75,000  from  Title  II  of  No  Child  Left  Behind  which  authorizes  a  competitive 
Mathematics  and  Science  Partnership  Grant.  The  grant  was  written  with  the  help 
of  Professor  Tom  Bassarear  from  Keene  State  College.  The  grant  is  intended  to 
encourage  institutions  of  higher  education  and  local  school  districts  to  participate 
in  professional  development  activities  that  increase  the  subject  matter  knowledge 
and  teaching  skills  in  mathematics.  Professional  development  activities  must  be 
classroom  focused  and  aligned  with  state  standards.  As  a  result  of  the  $75,000 
SAU  29  received  for  this  grant,  teachers  from  Wells  Memorial  will  be  paid  to 
participate  in  math  workshops  offered  this  summer. 

Although  we  are  grateful  for  the  federal  revenue  that  supports  the  Math 
Partnership  Grant,  which  is  part  of  No  Child  Left  Behind,  overall  the  No  Child 
Left  Behind  mandate  is  underfunded.  In  2005,  the  New  Hampshire  School 
Boards  Association  projected  yearly  expenditures  related  to  No  Child  Left  Behind 
at  $577  per  student.  That  same  year  they  projected  an  anticipated  increase  in 
federal  revenue  for  NCLB  of  $75  per  student.  Although  the  federal  legislation, 
"No  Child  Left  Behind,"  was  adopted  in  2002,  there  continue  to  be  new  NCLB 
regulations  we  must  meet.  One  new  regulation  is  a  State  Science  Assessment  to 
be  given  to  each  student  in  the  fourth  grade.  Wells  Memorial  students  have  a 
history  of  strong  performance  on  the  New  Hampshire  assessments  and  Wells 
Memorial  has  a  strong  science  program  so  we  feel  confident  our  students  will 
perform  well  on  this  new  assessment.  The  2008/2009  proposed  budget  includes 
funds  for  teachers  to  work  over  the  summer  aligning  the  Wells  Memorial  science 
curriculum  with  the  new  State  Science  Standards  from  which  the  science  tests 
were  created. 

Wells  Memorial  students  and  all  students  in  SAU  29  schools  participated  in 
the  Northwest  Evaluation  Association  program  during  2007-2008.  NWEA  has 
grown  dramatically  in  recent  years  as  school  districts  seek  a  method  for 
measuring  individual  student  progress  over  time.  The  computer  adaptive  tests 
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give  students,  parents,  and  teachers  immediate  feedback  on  student  progress  and 
level  of  performance. 

Wells  Memorial  students  at  Keene  Middle  School  and  Keene  High  School 
continue  to  perform  well.  This  past  year  Wells  Memorial  had  45  students 
enrolled  at  Keene  High  School.  These  students  are  taking  advantage  of  a  wide 
range  of  academic,  as  well  as  co-curricular  activities.  In  English,  78  percent  of 
the  Wells  Memorial  students  earned  a  grade  of  "B"  or  better.  In  mathematics,  58 
percent  earned  grades  of  "B"  or  better.  In  science,  74  percent  of  the  students 
earned  grades  of  "B"  or  better.  In  social  studies,  81  percent  of  the  students  earned 
a  grade  of  "B"  or  better.  In  world  language,  84  percent  of  the  students  earned 
grades  of  "B"  or  better.  The  overall  attendance  rate  for  Wells  Memorial  students 
at  Keene  High  School  was  97  percent  compared  to  95. 1  percent  for  the  overall 
Keene  High  School  population.  Each  Wells  Memorial  data  point  listed  above  was 
better  than  the  overall  Keene  High  School  data  point. 

Wells  Memorial  seniors  from  the  class  of  2007  reported  their  post-secondary 
plans  as  follows:  Hofstra  University,  Keene  Beauty  Academy,  Plymouth  State 
University,  UNH  (2),  University  of  Toronto,  working/employed  (2). 

The  constructive  working  relationship  between  the  school  board  and  staff 
continues  to  promote  continuous  school  improvement.  This  is  facilitated  by  good 
communication  between  the  staff  and  board  and  by  board  members'  recognition 
of,  and  interaction  with,  the  staff.  One  example  of  this  is  the  fall  and  spring 
school  board/staff  goal-setting  retreat.  This  activity  not  only  produces  a  focus 
around  which  planning  and  allocation  of  resources  occurs,  but  also  a  dynamic  of 
cooperation  and  trust. 

The  Harrisville  community  should  be  very  proud  of  its  school.  The 
improvement  that  has  occurred  should  not  be  taken  for  granted,  nor  should  the 
strong  support  given  to  the  school  by  the  community.  Continuation  of  this 
improvement  is  highly  contingent  upon  open  lines  of  communication  between  the 
home  and  school  and  a  good  understanding  of  what  goes  on  in  the  school.  Please 
make  the  time  to  visit  the  school,  to  attend  a  school-related  activity,  or  attend  a 
school  board  meeting.  Please  be  sure  to  attend  the  Annual  District  Meeting  on 
Tuesday,  March  1 1,  at  6:00  p.m.

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Principal'  s  Report 

Wells  Memorial  School  had  another  excellent  year  of  staff, 
parents,  and  community  members  working  together  to  provide 
a  high  quality  education  for  the  children  of  Harrisville 
and  six  other  towns  in  the  Monadnock  region.  Our  mission 
continues  to  be  that  at  Wells  Memorial  School,  we  challenge 
each  student  to  reach  his  or  her  full  potential;  emphasize 
academic  achievement  that  can  be  demonstrated  and  measured; 
build  family  and  community  partnerships;  teach  life  skills 
and  character  development;  and  promote  diverse  cultural  and 
artistic  experiences.   Our  slogan  which  encompasses  these 
aims  is,  "Knowledge  and  Responsibility  for  Today  and 
Tomorrow."   The  school  goals  for  the  year  2006-2007  are: 

•  As  year  two  of  a  three-year  goal,  Wells  Memorial  School 
students  will  have  at  least  two  additional  opportunities 
to  experience  multicultural  perspectives  during  the  2007- 
2008  school  year. 

•  During  the  2007-2008  school  year,  as  year  two  of  a  two 
year  goal,  use  of  the  school  yard  and/or  the  greater 
Harrisville  natural  environment  will  be  integrated  into  at 
least  one  science  unit  per  classroom  in  order  for  students 
to  meet  objectives  of  the  New  Hampshire  Science  Literacy 
Standards  (NHSLS) . 

•  By  June  2010,  the  WMS  writing  curriculum  will  be  aligned 
with  the  K-6  portion  of  the  NH  Written  and  Oral 
Communication  Framework. 

As  of  January  2008,  the  Wells  Memorial  School  enrollment  is 
54  students,  an  11%  decrease  from  last  year.  The  breakdown 
by  grade  level  is  as  follows: 

Kindergarten  5      Grade  3   9  Grade  5     7 

Grade  1       5      Grade  4   5         Grade  6   10 
Grade  2     15 

We  continue  to  have  two  grades  in  three  of  the  four 
classrooms.   This  year's  configuration  is: 
kindergarten/grade  1  with  Roshan  Swope;  grade  2  with  our 
new  teacher,  John  Thomas,  grades  3/4  with  Jan  Yardley,  and 
grades  5/6  with  Christine  Payack.   In  addition,  Krista 
Zieliniski  teaches  Spanish  to  all  grades,  math  to  grades  3 
nd  4.   Amy  Fulton  is  our  special  educator.   This  year  I  am 
teaching  the  fine  arts  program,  kindergarten  language  arts 
and  providing  reading  intervention.   Vince  Bradley  is  our 
full  time  special  education  aide. 
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Our  school  participated  in  the  No  Child  Left  Behind  (NCLB) 
assessment  test  for  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  and  Rhode 
Island  known  as  NECAP  (New  England  Common  Assessment 
Program. )   Our  third  through  sixth  grades  took  the  test  in 
October  and  results  will  be  available  in  January.   We  will 
use  the  results  of  this  test  to  look  at  our  instructional 
practices  and  make  curricular  adjustments  as  needed. 

Our  three  tiered  reading  instruction  program,  has  become 
integrated  into  our  school  wide  reading  curriculum.   All 
students  receive  between  75  and  90  minutes  of  language  arts 
instruction  (which  includes  reading,  spelling,  and  writing) 
per  day  on  grade  level  in  addition  to  regularly  scheduled 
intervention  on  specific  skills  when  there  is  an  identified 
need. 

This  year  Wells  Memorial  School  staff  and  students  are 
working  closely  with  the  Harris  Center  for  Environmental 
Conservation  and  Education  in  order  to  use  the  school  yard 
and  community  environment  as  a  classroom.   Janet  Altobello 
is  our  resident  naturalist  and  is  working  closely  with  our 
population  to  design,  implement  and  assess  science-based 
units.   The  science  units  are  designed  with  the  New 
Hampshire  Science  Literacy  Standards  as  a  foundation. 

This  is  our  third  and  final  year  as  a  Monadnock  Regional 
Public  School  of  Choice,  which  features  our  Spanish 
program.   We  currently  have  a  total  of  seven  students 
attending  Wells  Memorial  from  the  towns  of  Marlow,  Swanzey, 
Roxbury,  Fitzwilliam,  Gilsum,  and  the  City  of  Keene.   With 
each  student  comes  tuition,  and  transportation,  as  well  as 
a  great  deal  of  family  support  for  our  school  and 
community.   I  strongly  feel  that  Wells  Memorial  School  has 
been  enriched  as  a  result  of  these  students  and  families. 

Kim  Bylancik  is  the  director  of  the  Marl-Harris  Before  and 
After  School  Program.   This  program  serves  families  from 
both  Marlborough  and  Harrisville,  providing  high  quality 
programming  for  the  before  and  after  school  hours.   The 
program  currently  serves  nearly  half  the  families  at  Wells 
Memorial  and  seven  families  from  Marlborough  for  a  total  of 
36  students. 

We  are  most  fortunate  to  have  such  an  active,  supportive 
PTA  at  WMS .   Some  of  the  activities  promoted  by  them 
include:   roller  skating  evenings  once  a  month,  a  Halloween 
party,  fund  raisers  to  support  school  programs,  a  book 
fair,  and  a  reading  incentive  program.   They  are  always 
looking  for  new  members  and  ideas.   Meetings  are  usually 
the  1st  Monday  of  the  month  at  7  PM  in  the  WMS  library. 
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Please  know  that  our  school  is  always  open  for  visitors. 
Whether  it's  for  Wednesday  community  lunch,  volunteering  in 
a  classroom,  presenting  a  program  or  talent,  or  just  coming 
to  learn  more  about  us,  you  are  welcome.   I  also  encourage 
local  community  and  nonprofit  groups  to  use  the  building. 
Some  groups  that  use  the  building  are:   the  Harrisville 
Women's  Morris  Dancers;  Boy  Scouts;  the  Town  of  Harrisville 
for  Old  Home  Days;  Silver  Lake  Association;  the  Harrisville 
Community  Church,  and  the  NH  Sheep  Growers  Assoc.
